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TLat  the  United  States  Government  is  vitally  concerned  with  game 
conservation  problems,  and 

Shat  the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey,  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  administers  the  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Act,  and  Regulations  - 
the  Treaty  having  been  negotiated  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  for  the  protection  of  birds  migrating  between  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  v;ith  a  vieyr  to  insoring  the  birds  protection  on  their  breed¬ 
ing  grounds  and  in  their  winter  homes-. 


If.T:RYCUS  SHOULD  IQJGl  - 


That  prior  to  the  enactment  of  Federal  game  lax7S,  migratory  game 
birds  were  permitted  under  existing  State  lax^s  to  be  shot  o'.'^er  parts  of 
their  range  dorring  every  month  -of  the  year; 

That  Federal  laws  have  provided  uniform  open  seasons  of  not  m.ore 
than  three  and  one-half  months; 

That  market'  hunting  and  the  sale  of  migratory  gam.e  birds  have  been 
prohibited; 

That  Federal  laws  prohibit  shooting  mdgratorjr  birds  during  the 
breeding  season,  allo^ring  the  birds  to  pass  on  their  northr/ard  migration 
unmolested. 


GAMS  OFFICIALS  KHOU  - 


That  under  normial  conditions  in  the  State  of  Oregon  about  ^0,0G0 
persons  engage  in  hunting  do.ring  the  onen  season,  and  the  number  is 
constantly  increasing; 

That  the  food  value  of  game  taken  in  Oregon  is  conservatively 
estimated  at  nearly  $1,000,000  annually; 

That  from  an  economic  and  business  standpoint  the  game  and  other 
wild  creatures  of  the  State  are  worth  sy, 000, 000  annually; 

That  it  is  impossible  to  estim:ate  the  value  in  collars  and  cents 
derived  from,  the  presence  of  migratory  insect i'v’'oroas  birds; 

That  the  value  of  game  to  health  and  happiness  from  a  recreational 
standpoint  is  incalculable.
